FUNDING SUMMARY

Makes FY 2012 General Fund supplemental appropriations of $8.5 million to the Department of Corrections
(DOC) and creates a third round of funding available from the Mental Health Risk Pool ($5.0 million).

SUPPLEMENTAL APPROPRIATIONS
Department of Corrections

Provides an FY 2012 General Fund supplemental appropriation of $8.5 million to the DOC for the nine
prisons, Central Office, and eight Community-Based Corrections (CBC) District Departments.

Mental Health Risk Pool

Makes $5.0 million from the Mental Health Risk Pool available for a third round of applications in FY 2012.
Funding will be distributed first to counties that currently have a waiting list, second to counties with
individuals from the new statewide Intellectual Disabilities Waiver waiting list, and third to all other
counties that meet requirements as set forth by the Iowa Code.

EFFECTIVE AND ENACTMENT DATES

This Bill is effective on enactment.
